HERE has already been fo 
much faid én both Sides, con- 
cerning the late 4& of Par- 
liament for the better Regu- 
lation of the Stage, that it may 
feem entirely needlefs to keep 
the Argument up ; but as 
all the Writers as yet have 
contended chiefly dee Po- 

. litical Points, it .may not be 
proper to confider the Confequences of this Aé&, 

gnerely as it will relate to the Pieces defigned tor the 

Stage, and how far it will affe@t the Rejffraint of all 

beatrical Performances. 

Ir we give Credit to the Affertions of the Craft/- 
man, and the Authors of Common Senfe, we muft con- 
lude the Legiflature bas laid a Prohibition on Dra- 

atick Wit, as on Contraband Goods ; and that no- 
hing but the Staple ManufaCture of Dullne/s will be 

mow propagated and encouraged ; Bur I may, with- 
put the leaft Impropriety, fay, that there are Smug- 
gievs in Wit, as well as other Commodities ; who, 
nder the Notion of importing what is moft genuine, 
impofe on the Unskilful, or the Unwary, and put off 
at Eafe what had been, or would have been, the 

Refufal of better Judges. 

I am fo far from being of Opinion, that this 4@ 
can lay any Refraint upon Wit, that I think it the 
beft that could have pafs’d for the Encouragement of 
it. Iris allowed by ajl our beft Poets and beft Cri- 
ticks, that Dramatick Writing founds not its Excel- 
Jence in fmart Sayings, quaint Repartees, and little 
Flajbes of Sasive ;° but in drawing Nature in its juft 
Ruies, in ridiculing Folly without IJndecency, and 
Vice without Perfonality. If thefe are the requifite 
Pyoprieties Of Dramatick Writing, What Author, 
who would have his. Performances received well on 
the Stage, can fay there is the leaft Reftraint laid on 
his Genius ? ; ead of that, ic will be cultivated : 
For now he will not copy the Extravagancies of Na- 
ture, but carefully ftudy Nature irfelf. Thus will 

is Humour become refined without being low ; and 
his Satire fmiling at the fame Time it is keen. 

1 GRANT, indeed, Licenticufnefs is prohibited, 
and the /rregalarities of what fome Gentlemen are 
pleafed to call the revived Old Comedy, are taken 
away by Law ; as they juftly were, when that Kind 
of Writing was firft introduced on the Grecian Stage 
But Licentioufnefs is fo far from being Wit, that it is 
uite the Reverfe of it. In Scurrilous Writings, as

And as the beft we can fay of the latter is, that the 
Author has a lufcious Defcription ; fo it is the high- 
ft Praile that can be given to the Former, that he

And all this be dares do ; becaufewmm—be dares. 


NoTWITHSTANDING all the Clamour that 
as been raifed againft any Reftraint of Satirical Pro- 
juctions, I have never yer heard ir once alferted by 
he moft ftrenuous Patrons for the unlimited Licenfe 
f the Stage, that this revived Old Comedy is wrate 
cording to any Rules, or requir’d to be founded 
any Art. I am certain, all the Jate Produétions 
f that Kind have been nothing bur an incoherent, 
atley Jumble of Scenes, of Incidents, of Things, and 
f Chavaéters ; where, like Bayes’s Play, the laft 
cene might be firft, and the firtt laft. The Author 
ad fome Smart Things of his own, and fome colleéed 
om his. Friends, to introduce ; and fo they were but 
troduced, no matter how, or where. fides the 
‘ant of Wit and Regularity, there feems alfo in 
efe Writings to be a Want of Invention: For if 
i¢ review all the Pieces of that Kind lately exhi- 
ited, from Pafguin to Eurydice Hifs’d, we fee. the 
me Foundation, the fame Difpofition of Scenes, 
hd almoft the fame Charaéters. Let what will 
bme out as New, {till it is a Rebearfal ; ftill an 4u- 
or, a Critick, and a Friend, are placed on the Side 
the Stage ; and {till a Lawreat, a Piftol, a Play- 


Hor.  boufe Manager, or a Courtier, are the Dramatis Per- 
fone 


In putting a Stop to fuch Writing, the Stage can 
receive no Anjury, nor the Publick regret the Lofs of 
their Diverfions: For whenever fuch Writings have 

d, they were mot performed at any regular 
Theatre ; but at a Place where People never once 
thought of being entertain’d with natural Charatters 
or fine Sentiments; nor came with any other Expeéta- 
tion, than to be amus'd with the Droll Extravagance 
of the Author: No one, I believe, who is the leaft 
acquainted with the Theatres, will deny, that moft, 
if not all, the Pieces lately exhibited at the Hay- 
matket with Succefs, would have been damn'‘d at 
Drury Lane; However abfurd this Suppofition may 
feem, there is in Faét a Local kind of Griticifm, and 
the Audience makes great Allowance, or fhows a 
greater Severity, according to the Theatre they are 
then in. . 

SeveRat Plays and Farces of a particular Wri- 
ter, have been bifs'd of the Stage at Drury Lane, 
whofe incoherent Rhapfodies would, in all Probabi- 
lity, have been laugh'd at for their Ridiculoufnefs at 

another Place. 

SeVeRAL have been the Attempts of various 
Authors to fuceced in the Revival of this old Comedy at 
the Haymarket , but with fuch unmcaning Stupidity, 
that even the Place devored to fuch Pieces, could not 
give them the leaft Sanétion: There feems therefore 
to have been a Genius Loci, which only one daring 
Author could arrive at, and {fo peculiarly has it been 
look’d upon as his Theatrick Freebold, that his own 
Acquaintance were wont with the urmoft Propricty, 
mayb it, Mr. F-.--Id---ng's Scandal Shop. 

Tu 1s Shop, and fuch others, being fhut bs by this 

A&, it has been warmly and confidently aflerted by 
feveral ingenious Writers and honourable Perfonages, that 
Dullne{s mutt inevitably overwhelm us, and that the 
Stage muft produce nothing that breathes the Spirit of 
Liberty, but the Managers become the Engines ot a 
Minifter, and every Poet the Tool of a Court. —~ 
Notwithftanding fuch Affirmations, I will be bold to 
fay, this AG& leaves the tavo Regular Theatres, as free 
as they ever were before ; for the Direfors of the 
Patent Playboufes never withftood an Order from the 
Lord Chamberlain. They have both always avoided 
playing political Medleys, yet they have both exhibited 
Satyrical Pieces; and this laft Seafon in particular, 
we have feen a Farce perform’d at Drury Lane, which 
had a fpirituous BoldnefS; but then, the Reflections 
were general, and the Satire decent. ----- I¢ has been 
likewife objected, that it will be a Hard/bip on Authors 
to have their Writings pafs the Examination of the 
Lord Chamberlain, as theic beft Scenes and nobleft Sen- 
timents may be forced to be cut out, for tear of making 
the leaft Reflefion on the Government: This, faid a 
Noble Peer in a certain Place, will be an Excife on W7t, 
and the Court Officer will be the Gager, the Excile- 
man, the Fudge and Fury ; nor will the poor Poet have 
one worthy Commiffioner to appeal to. ----- However 
humourous his Lordjbip’s Witticifm may be, it has the 
Misfortune of moft Jokes, not to have any Argument 
in it ; for the Poet isnow under no more Reftraint of 
Freedom of Thought, than if this 44 had never pafs'd : 
Ao Author will not now be {uffered to Jibel the Court ; 
nor would he have been fuffered before; for the 
“Mafters of the Theatres have always taken care of 
having thofe Sentiments expunged, that might give 
any juft Offence to the Government, before they fuffer'd 
any Author to have his Performance exhibited: And 
however ill fome particular Wrirers have taken fuch 
Caution in the Managers, they have always, with 
great Juftice, infifted on it. ----- This 4&, then in 
reality, lays no farther Reftraint on the Stage than 
what there ever was: Ic takes not away its Liberty, 
but by the moft nice Medium puts a Stop to its Licen. 
tioufnefs. 

Somes Gentlemen in @peeches, and feveral Authors 
in Fournals have advanced, That Satire which muft 
convey IJnftraétion, muft now ceafe, and that the future 
Performances on the Stage will _— tirefome, thro’ 
a forced dull Infiptdity, or fervile Flattory:; But this is 
the moft ridiculous propbetick Suppofition, and unfair 
Method of Begging the Queftion imaginable : Before 
we thus judge, let us fee what Pieces will be per- 
form’d, w'at Sentiments they contain, and whether 
they are duil through any Minifterial Influence, or 


through the natural Imperfefion of the Poet; Every 
Author naturally endeayours to flow as much Wt as 
he can ; and I believe none will venture our of Policy 
to be Dull by Defign. 

Burt yet it icems, there is not fo much Inconve- 
nience apprehended from the Duwilnefs that may be 
exhibited, as from the Supprefion of the witty and 
ingenious Pieces, which, for particular Reafons of State, 
will xot be futter’d to be perform'd : ————— I believe 
no Author ever wrote a Play, but he thought ir full 
of Wit and a fine Piece, tho’ the Manager could 
fearce be induced to play it, and the Town damn'd it 
the very firft Night of its Performance. If any Play 
of fuch a Writer fhould be now deny‘d, immediately 
Mr. Bays will rank himfelf in the Number of Patriots, 
thinking he had loft his third Night for the Zeal he 
bore to his Country. ----- But, for the Sake of Argu- 
ment, granting, there fhould be a geod Play refus'd 
by the Lord Chamberlain, becaufe it contain’d Senti- 
ments in defence of Freedom, or with Severity reflected 
on the general Vices of the Times ; even then, the Au- 
thor may have recourfe to the Liberty of the Prefs? 
A Liberty which, (notwithftanding what fome have 
faid) has no relation to the Stage, and which will 
remain {0 inviolable, that Licentioufneft irfelf will not 
be able to deftroy: He may, as a Noble Peer againft 
the Bill rightly obferv’d, advertife the Caufe of his 
Play's Refufal ; he may print the Paffages objefted to in 
Italick Charaéters, and demonftrate to the World the 
Oppreflion real Learning and Merit meet with from the 
Minifters of the Court: But #i/] fuch Performance of 
veal Learning and Merit is rejected by the L----d 
C------n, for being wrote in the Caufe of Liberty ; 
till true Wit and Humour are fappre(s’d for their general 
Satire ; unbiafs'd Men cannot think this 4 infring- 
ing on the former Liberty of the Stage, nor to be the 
leaft Refiraint on the Genius of Authors, or the Diver- 
fions of the People,
